. IBB IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

In onr yoalatday's issue wo cUnded brietl 
to the I'allaciea of the Ooloniitl Socrotary i 
bis effort to mislead the public in rofuruncu 
to the omouDl of their laxation. VVliun n 
man, in order to excuse the culpability of 
the preseut, is driveo to bogging the (jucation 
b; ehoning the apparent jnstice of ttio past, 
be is, wo think, rednced to the iMtargumentt 
alive absurdity. Uould BoythiDg, for in« 
stanoe, be more prepoatorons than making the 
non-ooramittal ol murder last year a justifica- 
tion of tho crime tbo prosonl ; and yil 
this is exactly Mr. Young's position. ^Vt■ 
asserted that tba rate of taxation in Ynh'' 
couver Island is from SCi to ?70 a head ; 
and Mr. Young attempts to prove that oiu 
statement is mendaoioua by logically arguing 
that the rate at one time was but §15 pet 
bead. Wo are alraid the gontlcman has noi 
formed a very intimate acquaintance wiili 
WLalely; If he had lie would not only havr 
ovoided 60 glaring a fallacy, but by the o.x- 
crciso of a little ingeonlty might have made 
out a plausible case enough ; but to come 
forward before the people and claim cnnlit 
for the Government, because Ihoir dcmanils on 
tho public purse last year with more busiiiu.-a 
and a larger population, wore much les.s llmii 
tbeic demands this year with a dinunutiou in 
both baaincsa and popnlatioa, makes na reaaon- 
ably doubt the man's intalligODce. II there was 
an object to bs gained at all it could have only 
been by showing that our taxation was 
diminishing instead of increasing — that our 
oxpondituro this year was much less tbaii il 
was last. To have slrained, however, boili 
facta and arilhraelio (o prove that tho taxa- 
tion of 18G4 was only SIS a head while the 
exorbitant figures of 1165 were before us, 
was the way above all others to make tho 
cooduot of the GovernincDt more than over 
unbearable. A thousand times better 
would It hare baen for tbo Honorable the 
Colonial Secretary to have oponly recanted h's 
after dinner recklessness and gone to work lo 
prove — Dot that the taxation of the past was 
small but rather that it was larger in propor- 
tion than tbo present — not that the policy 
of the Qovornment of Vancouver Island was 
to augment tbo public taxation i:i proponic.n 
us ihe financial capacity of the people lie- 
creased, but ratboi to rodooo the expenditure 
of the eoootry as the wealth and popalation 
diminished. When men's pockets are touch- 
ed, boweverj they sometimes from sheer 
fright lose their setf-posseaaioo, and Mr. 
Youog with his brother ofCcials no doubt 
considered that taeir salaries were becoming 
precarious the moment the subject of taxa~ 
tion was agitated. It was an unfortunait.' 
moment however in' which they iuduli;ed in 
arrogant and insnlting aaaertion ; for they 
have simply brought the disagreeable matter 
more and more before the public mind. 

We have no desire to irjuro any olTicial 
in the colony ; but justice, wo art i.,Ul, i:i 
before Renorosity, and magnanimity ii less 
active than self-preservation. la our remarks 
on taxation all we aim at is cheap govern^ 
ment, and that we most obtain if every in- 
dividual across James Bay should be sent 
odrift to-morrow. This colony, we repeat, is 
for tho peojile who -.re in it — ,vbo havo in- 
voatcd tbtiir money and iLoir labor to biiiiJ it 
up. Thwre is, tliere'cre, but one interest iti 
tho country, and that ia the public welfare. 
Anythinc; that contiicia with this must go to 
the wall. If we find that the governmoni 
can be carried on for one-third onr prcseni 
expense, we would like to hnovi by wh.it 
right the Hon. tba Coionial :iucrotary or ;i[iy 
other paid servant of tho pooiile oi ibc 
Crown presumes to say it bhall r.ot. 'I'lie 
people are the beat judjjesof their capacity a? 
well as their wants. They know exactly what 
they can aflurd to pay, and what is necessary 
to maintain an crTiciout administration. At 
present it would seem that the chief orul of 
every man on ihc Irfluml ia to labor hard that 
he may pay taxes tn iupporl a numljur of 
very Inxurioua and sometimes prusnmptuouH 
individuals in tbo Oovernmont liiiil Jiii;;H. 
He sees no publio works going on— no em- 
ployment aQorded the manual laborer ; and 
he naturally aaka in what way ia the publio 
money absorbod. On looking into tho aji- 
propriationa the present year he discovors no 
IcsH a sum than 82-1 njO for the police u.slab- 
lishniont, iiiehiding gn^l" and magistrates; ami, 
eiolusivo of tho Governor and Iho Colonial 
Secretary, over 845,000 for the various ofii- 
oials of tho colony, making io all about 
$70,000 which we havo to pay tho Govern" 
moot for keeping us in order. Here is 
an absorption at once of an amount 
eijuul to all llin iiarbur dues, li(iuor 
licenses and trado licenses of Itilil ; aiul 
not a farthing of the revenue so far laid out 
on public works. Surely the blindest pei- 
aon ill tho country must soo that we oanocl 
koop up S'. preposterous an expenditure as 
this. Mr. Youii;; liiinHolf soon it and \)n\-i 
down our taxation at the modnratr li;;in'u ul' 
8120,000 , although by aomo niyatorious pro- 
cess we are called apoo to pay botweun 
doablo and treble the amoant. Tba very 
first item— real estate— being in 1865 $Ilo,«

Tho 
Head Rroko claim was the only one on the 
creek at work yesterday. The Unby olaim 
has caved in, but it is not supposed ttie daiii- 
agii will be great ; the cumpany hope to ho 
at work' tu-day , the water was nearly all oul 
of. thu claim. Tho l^'urest Koso claim bag 
caved near the creeli, close' to tlm Cameron 
lines ; il is aiipii ised, however, that Itie dam- 
age 10 tbo claim will nut bo groat, and they 
expect 'o bo ut work to-day.

BRIDGE RIVER DIGGINGS. 

JKrom the Urttish Columbian. J 

Thu following extract from Mr. Elliott's 
Uupurt to the hon. tba Colonial Scorotary, 
will ba found highly interesting:— 

"I found the prospecting party under Mr. 
lamieson well. They had turned the creek 
a hiw miles abuvo whero I found ilium en~ 
cam[i"il ; but owing tu thu bed-rock being 
I'.iiljsliod .si.ioiillily llioy found iiu gold in the 
eli.iniiid, although the banks priispoeled ivell. 

I'luso to their camp they had sunk a hole 
eighteen leet deep, but wore driven fruin 
work by llio waler. Tli'iy then, during my 
slay, iliverleil llui crook fniin ils channel ; but 
bore also fimnd thu bottum so smoothly pul- 
isliril by the action of tho water aa to l«.ive 
no elianco fur a deposit of tho gold whiob is 
verv lino ; I enclose a sample.* 

From tho banks on both sides of the creek 
thoy obtained prospeots of from four to eight 
cents to tho pan. I myself washed a pun of 
dirt containing from six to eight cents. 

Mr. JamioBon determined that il would 
not bo wise to devote much time to pumping 
Ibo water from the hole thoy had sunk, but 
pnrposod moving down to tho junotion of 
several crocks whoro gold had already boon 
foand.
